The prior art does not teach or suggest an iris diaphragm for a microscope 
having a stationary mount ring, a rotatable adjusting ring, and a plurality of blades 
where the diaphragm opening is steplessly adjustable between a maximum and a 
minimum as well as a coupling linkage connected to the adjusting ring and including a 
first and second lever, an actuating element to drive the coupling linkage and a pivoting 
closure element.
